Increase in sustainable food production 


Result Question 1.1a: How large has the increase in food production been? 

According to the latest FAO statistics, in 2014 a total of 795 million people are estimated to still be suffering from chronic hunger, i.e. they are regularly not getting 
enough food to conduct an active life. Both this number and the prevalence of undernourished people show a steady decline since the early nineties. Many factors 
have contributed to these positive developments. Targeted interventions to create an increase in sustainable food production play a positive role. Several programs 
supported by the Netherlands have contributed to greater food availability in countries and regions where it is most needed. Although most programs have not 
been registered as 'significant’ contributions to gender and women’s rights issues, many do have special activities focusing on women. 

The figure below are only part of the picture. For several programs it is still too early to report concrete results, as they only started in the course of 2013. Other 
programs target the enabling environment in agriculture and food production. A contribution to the increase in food production and food availability is clear, a 
translation into concrete numbers is harder, and cannot be accounted for.

Result Question 2.1a: How large has the increase in availability of 
sufficiently nutritious food been? 

Outcome indicators of food utilization convey the impact of inadequate food intake and poor health. One such an indicator is stunting, which is caused by 
prolonged inadequacy in food intake and/or repeated episodes of acute undernutrition. Overall, prevalence rates for stunting and underweight in children under five 
years of age have declined since 1990, indicating improved nutrition resulting from enhanced access to and availability of food of sufficiënt quality.

Result Question 3.1a: Did business activity and trade increase and was 
it inclusive? 


Food security cannot be achieved without the private sector. For the private sector to deliver that contribution, investments are made to improve the business 
climate and the efficiency of markets. An improved business climate allows the private sector to develop, which in its turn results in increased employment,. It is 
about better conditions for farmers, leading to higher productivity. It is about growth of agribusiness, i.e. companies that supply agricultural input and that process 
and distribute food products. And it is about increased access to food by consumers through increased buying power resulting from employment opportunities. 
Several private sector development programs supported by the Netherlands reported their progress in this.

WEF-NVA catalyzes private investments in Agriculture in Africa (Grow Africa) and Asia (Grow Asia). 

Private sector focused initiatives such as the African Agribusiness Academy and the Global Alliance for Improved Nutrition focus explicitly on women and female 
managed enterprises.
